cost the Air Force more tlvan 
$11 million to repair, Air Force 
officers report. 


The problem has turned up in 


hundreds of CISOs but apparent- 
ly was detected before it led 
to 


any fatal crashes. 


The C130 is used as a troop 


and supply carrier, weather ob- 
servation craft, a pick-up plane 
for satellites dropping special 
reconnaissance photos into the 
sea, a pilot rescue plant and 
a 


gunship. 


To keep the busy craft flying, 


the Air Force lias been putting 
special reinforcing plates on the 
wings. 


But to "insure a long future 


life" many C130 models must 
have virtually an entire new 
wing, the Air Force said.

EUREKA, calif. (AP) - Mrs, 


Lyndon B. Johnson concludes 
her final beautifyAmsrica pit* 
grimage as first Lady by dedi- 
cating the 58,000-acre Redwood 
National Park "to the happiness 
of the people," 


"For us, this ceremony is the 


crowning moment of a crusade 
which has lasted two genera* 
tions," Mrs. Johnson said. 


Her remarks wore prepared 


for the dedication ceremony to- 
day at the foot of a 3-DO-foot*tall 
redwood in the new national 
park near Crick, 40 miles north 
of Eureka In coastal Northern 
California. 


Mrs. Johnson said creation of 


the park, out of. existing Califor- 
nia state parks and private tim« 
berlarri, "is one of my hus* 
band's proudest achievements." 


And she complimented "the 


great generosity" of big timber 
companies in helping to create 
the park, a subject of a bitter, 
emotional dispute in the area 
where the economy depends on 
the redwood logging industry. 


From 
the 
dedicatioci 
site 


above Redwood Creek, Mrs. 
Johnson and her entourage will 
visit other areas of the new 
park, which stretches 40 miles 
along the Pacific Coast almost 
to the State line. 


Mrs. Johnson planned to fly 


later to San Antonio, Tex. and 
then to the LBJ Ranch, ending a 
three-day, 6,000 mile tour that 
included stops at New Orleans, 
Cape Kennedy, Fla., Denver, 
Colo,, and California. 


Controversy still surrounds, 


the park. Yet to be negotiated is 
the price to be paid to timber 
operators for nearly 30,000 acres 
of redwood land. 


The rest of tha park consists 


of three California state parks 
which remain in state owner- 
ship until a purchase, lease or 
land exchange agreement is ne- 
gotiated with the federal gov- 
ernment.

Four times this season ths 


Hope Bobcats scored m tfc<? se- 
cond half through those twelve 
games the squad played, and 
those fourgatnes wer-e the only 
victories on a 4-74 record for 
the 1908 campaign, -*hich end- 
ed last Friday night -.nth a 6-0 
loss to the Arkadelphia Badgers 
in Hammons Stadium. 


Remarkably, 
only to oppo- 


nents were able to score on Hope 
in the final period after inter- 
mission, the pair being Ashdown 
and Magnolia. Including those, 
merely five teams punched over 
a TD in the whole last half, four 
of them resulting in defeats for 
the Bobcats. 


Everybody looked forward to 


a much better season, after a 
2-8-1 year in '67 and an en- 
thusiastic local crowd came out 
to the season opener with Ash- 
down. What they saw, though, 
was an over-confident Bobcat 
team knocked down a notch by 
a surprising Ashdown crew that 
finished the season as District 
7-A champions with a 9-3 score- 
sheet. 


Still the Bobcats played them 


a tight game, with three Hope 
fumbles ending drives inside the 
Panther 15-yard line. Early in the 
final quarter, though, the Bob- 
cats fumbled at their own 27- 
yard stripe and Ashdown went 
in for the touchdown that won 
7-0. 


Hurt from such a disappointing 


loss, the squad really got them- 
selves ready for Prescott the 
next week. However, the fumble 
jinx continued and bobbles stop- 
ped impressive marches at the 
Curley Wolves' two and 15-yard 
lines. Prescott never could get 
any offense rolling, and the bat- 
tle between the two bitter rivals 
wound up in a scoreless tie, all 
locked up at 0-0.

Queen l^onardjjjn a home game, 
the Bobcats" were able to gain 
confidence offensively against a 
rebuilding Leopards squad that 
improved greatly before the year- 
was up.

Running off two scoringdrives

Standing 1-2-1 but .still healthy 


with few injuries, the Cats leap-

Many sophomores 
and other underclassmen got to 
play, and they gave their best 
in a good defensive effort.

Returning to divisional action,

When he is old 
enough for electric toys that 
plug in, see that they bear 
the seal of the Underwriter's 


Laboratories and impress on 
him that they must never be 
handled with wet hands. 


If your child plays with 


any kind of gun. teach him 
to'point it at a target or a 
tin can but never at another 
person or at an animal. If 
yon give him roller skates or 
a bicycle, make sure there 
is a safe place for him to 
learn to use them. Properly 
selected toys will not. only 
keep your child happy—they 
will also help him to grow 
up
